“CHINA'S WARS.- |. 


“No Material ‘Change 
Recorded. 


FENGTIEN INVADES SHANSI. 


Summary of Intelligence From 
; Zones. 

No material change is to be re- 
corded in any of the zones in 
which civil . war is at | ‘present 
being waged in China. 

In the following summary, the 

. factions ranged against the Nan- 
king. Nationalists (and, on that 
account, reckoned as favourable 
to Peking). are mentioned first. 
The gist of overnight cables, from 
Chinese sources, is:— 

Fengtien v. Shansi: 

On the northern sector (along 
the Peking-Suiyuan Railway), 
“Fengtien troops claim further ad- 
vances into the - north of Shansi 
province. 

On the southern sector (at 
Shihchiachwang, 200 miles south- 
wast of Peking), the Shansi army 

: counter-attacked. Y 
No: news from Chochow (40 


miles of Peking), which is, osten- 
sibly, held by the Shansi rovers, 
Fengtien v. Christian General: 
’ Fighting continues ‘along the 
Lung-Hai Railway, in Honan pro- 
vince, which was invaded by the 
pro-Fengtien troops from Shan- 
‘tung, Both sides claim successes, 
Sun Chuan-fang v. Nanking: 
War despatches from Nanking 
- state that the Nationalists, have 
been ‘victorious in engageménts 
up the Tientsin-Pukow Railway, 
moving northward over territory 
‘captured from Marshal Sun. 
Chuan-fang, who supports Feng- 
tien, 
Hankow vy, Nanking: 

No news, and it is presurhed 
that the Nanking armies advanc- 
ing up the Yangtsze against Gen- 
eral Tarig Seng-chi of Hankow, 
have lost touch with the “enemy.”

It suggests that the 
United States should: enjoy the 
same rates as those prior to Sep- 
tember.6 except as regards articles 
‘on which less. than the minimum 
"yates were .paid-.and would now 
come. under the minimum Schedule 
‘in. France. °

“IRENE ” PIRACY 


Trial of Seven Suspects 
Resumed. 


2ND ENGINEER'S NARRATIVE, 
Thilling Experience In The 
. Engincroom, 


At the resumption before Mr, 
R. EB. Lindsell at the © Central 
Magistracy .this morning of the 
preliminary hearing of the case 


against the seven alleged pirates ‘ 
who were ‘captured by the Navy 


in the vicinity of Bias Bay after 
they had had control of the China 
Merchants SS. Company’s 3.8. 
“Irene” for two days, evidence 
corroborating that previously 
given by. the Captain and other 
officers of the ship, was given by 
the Second and Third Engineers 
of the “Irene,” 
Court adjourned until this after- 
noon when the hearing will be re- 
sumed and evidence of Chinese 
passengers :.of. the-ship will be 
taken. 

The . first witness called this 
morning was ' Mr. Harold Cato 
Olsen Hallavik, Second Engineer 
of the “Irene.” He said that he 
had been on the China coast for 
seven years, and was transferred 


to the “Irerie” on October 12, He| 


made his first trip on this ship; 


'when she left Shanghaifor Amoy | 


on October 17, 


Asked by Mr. Whyte-Smith to: 


speak about the piracy, the wit-; 
ness said that at about 8.15 a.m., 

on October 19 he was at break- 
fast in the saloon with other offi- | 
cers when suddenly shots were 
fired in all directions in various 
parts of the ship.’ There was also 
some firing in the saloon and a 
“bey” who was standing behind 
the’ witness was hit by a bullet. 
As sdon as the firing started, the 
witness threw himself flat on the 
floor of'the saloon. Between, six 
and eight pirates, all armed with 
revolvers and pistols,’ entered the 
saloon.. The witness recognised 
the first five accused as being 
amongst the men who raided the | * 
saloon. The third accused was 
the man. who took the witness to 
his cabinrto search for arms. He 
had a revolver in his hand. 


“Going to Die.” 


Then coming’ to the firing on, 


the “Irene” by the submarine L4, 
the witness said that at about 
8.20 p.m., on October 20, he was 
in the engineroom where he had: 
been told to ‘keep the lights dim. 
There were one or, two gunshots 
fired at the “Irene” and then the 
witness was telegraphed to’ stop 
the engine. He did so, but soon 


.Jafterward some pirates came 


rushing down to the engineroom 
and made it clear to the witness 
that they wanted the engines to 
go full gpeed ahead, Accordingly, 
the engines were re-started. The’ 
Chief Engineer, who was in. the 
engineroom with the witness at 
the time, was taken up on deck by 
two or three of the pirates. The 
witness remained in the engine- 
room with the Third Engineer and | 
several of the pirates. Some of 
the pirates ran up and down the 
engineroom floor while others hid 
‘between the boilers, One of-them’ 
pointed, his. automatic. at . the’ 
witness's head all the time and: 
said to the witness: -“You -ate’ 
going to die.” ‘The witness could 
not recognise this man from 
amongst those in the dock. 

"Shell in Stokehold. 
Replying to Mr. Whyte-Smith, ; 
the witness said that there must; 
have been five shots’ fired at the; 
“Irene” altogether.. One shell 
burst in-the stokehold and an- 
other in the-engineroom, and} 
then-the ship went on. fire. The ; 
witness then left'the stokehold. 
and went up. where he hid for a 
time in the lavatory.’ Then he 
went .out on deck where the 
Second ‘Officer handed him a life- 
belt and he jumped.into.the water 
with it,and swam to the L4. ’‘The 
witness received injuries to. his 
mieuth as the result of the explo- 
sion’ in. the’ stokehold.. and ‘had 
some tecth knocked out,

Bolshevist Executioner And Other 


Soviet Officials Old Bailey. 


London, Yesterday. 

A thick set swarthy man with 
dropping roustaches who was 
referred to as a Bolshevist execu- 
tioner. and other Soviet officials, 
including a member of the “Ogpu” 
(Cheka) were among the numer- 
ous Russian witnesses for the de-.

| trial of Harry Pollitt, Dick Beech 

and Thomas Strudwick, charged 
at the Old Bailey with libelling 
David Scott, a seaman, in “The 
International Seafarer,” publish- 
ed by the National Minority 
Movement, of which the accused 
are members. 

Scott has been prominent at 
anti- Communist meetings in Eng- 
land since his return a year ago 
from Russia, where he was impri- 
soned. He made a statutory de- 
claration in regard ‘to his treat- 
ment to the National Union of 
Seamen on his return, after which

One of the men covered him with

In a short but instructive paper 
road last week at a mecting.of the 
Economies Section ‘of the. British 
Asoctation, Sir Alfred Yarrow, 
FBS, ‘attributes the rise of prices 
during the past thirty years to, four 
causes. ede ‘are the increase ih 
the world’s output of gold; reduced 
production owing to Jabour trou 
bles; restrictions by trade unions; 
and the aftermath of the war, with 
its consequent . excessive taxation. 
The cost of liv’ ¢, Ke states, reach- 
ed a minimum an 1896, when £61 
would purchase as much as-£127 in 
1926. In 1886,.the world’s output 
of ‘gold was abgut £20,000,000 per: 
annum. This rose steadily. till 
1899, when the ‘South African war 
caused a fall, but though ‘this ‘re- 
duced the production of the Trans- 
vaal almost to’ insignificance, the 
world's output was little short. of 
£60,000,000 in 1900.. From that 
date onwards, the increase was very 
rapid, the output reaching about 
£97,000,000 in 1918, and being 
nearly as much in 1915.’ Then, 


however, there. was a rapld fall to, 
a minimum of about £66,000,000 in| 


1922; there was then a rise, and in 
1926 the world’s output: was about 
£83,000,000, of which about one- 
half came, from the Transvaal. 
History shows that a large in- 
crease in the quantity of gold in 
circulation invariably tonds to raise 
prices; but some counteracting 
factors’ may, develop, since a pro- 


‘| fusion of gold makes it possible to 


finance improvements in transport 
and in; manufacturing methods. It 
is certainly noteworthy, that, be- 
tween the years 1896 and 1918, the 


price of commodities advanced far]. 


less rapidly than did the world’ 
output of gold. : 

Part of: the: rise of prices in the 
years preceding the war was ‘un- 
doubtedly due to industrial ill-will. 
which had been fostered by the 
atreet-corner orator and the “pro- 
gressive” journalist, with special 
insistence’ during the decade bo- 
tween 1896 and 1906. A atatement 
made by the late Lord Leverhulie 
during the period j 
trates’ this very forcibly: ‘He said 
that houses’ at ,PorfSunlight were 
costing some £300 more than 
idontical structures erected a fow 
years earlier. ‘ Neither materials 


nor wages had substantinlly risen | - 


during the period in question, but 
output had been reduced. 
conditions ruled in many engineer- 
ing works, where, in apite of im- 
provements in plant, costs, in cer- 


instance, the output of a night staff 
in a boiler. shop fell almost to 


| insignificance. A Mosscrop record- 


er was then installed, and showed 
that during most of the night the 
Machines were only at work for a 
few minutes per hour. Part of the 


‘} responsibility for this deplorable 


state of affairs must undoubtedly. be 
“discredited” to certain shortsight- 
ed employera, who believed them- 
selves to be losing money if a piece 
worker, by taking thought, doubled 
his pay.

BOOKS. - ua 


‘Mr, ‘Yohn K. Ewers writes in tha 


: iw. est Australian’ :— 


' From the time a child ledvan to 
distinguish the phonic value of the 
.|iotters of the alphabet: and, to re- 
cognise them as words when plac- 
ed in proper, sequence, . there opens 
up before him’ a veritable wonder- 
land of new experionces, new plea~ 
sures. He becomes then enthralled 
by the doinga and the sayings, the 
palns and the joys of the boys and 
girls, and men and women who 
materialise from the pages as he 
reads, It fs 9 liberal thraldom this, 
into which he finds himself cast and 
held. I think at_no time in later 
life, does a person read with. s0 
much clear characterisation, . 50 
much acute visualisation, as in the 
days of boyhood and of youth.. 

I well remember that a. kindly 
aunt, with whom I lived during my 
first four years of school, provid- 
ed me with a small - : 
.fairy-story book once a week. 


,was my happy privilege (1 grew‘to’ 


regard it as a natural right!) to 
awaken ‘each and’ every Sunday 
morning to find one. of these, tos 
gether with a bar of chocolate 
placed under my pillow. ‘Any 
words fail utterly to express the 
luxurious anticipation with which 
I groped for them there, the mo- 
mentary flush of disappointment 
when I. couldn't find them, 
rand the wild burst of delight when 
I did. 

It was but a short step to pick 
up from my older companions the 
inimitable penny -school sories.,.... 
“The Gem," “The Magnet,” ' “The 
Penny Popular,” ‘and’ in them: to 
follow the adveritures of Billy Bun- 
ter, Frank Nugent, Tom Merry, 
‘Lord Mauleverer and others. And 
looking back on the unadulterated 
joy, they gave me. I wonder if the 
adulta, who now-a-days look ask- 
ance at auch stories, really under- 
stand the child-mind, and its capa~ 
clty for enjoyment. 

‘It is a problem to most thinking 
parents to know ‘what their boys 
shall read. In order to cultivate a 
“correct” taste, they place before 
their ~children «books ‘which ap- 
pear, to their. adult mind, 
to be suitable * for’ children. 
Yet the sight of a boy por 
ing over “Adam Bede,” “The Mill 
on the Floss,” or “John Halifax, 
Gentleman,” moves me’ to’ compas. 
sion, The reading. of such books js 
Uke the forcing of a flower under 
unnatural conditions, The result- 
ing bloom wil} be beautiful beyond 
conception, undeniably “correct’’... 
but oh, so ‘fragile! So with the 
hoy’s mind. 

Two classes of stories make a 
general appeal to boys...those deal- 
ing’ with. school life, and those 
chock-full of adventure, 
tain..type, the soft, sob-invoking 
sentiment of a slum story with a 
atrong religious ledson intertwined 
may also appeal. A perusal of the 
books boys are reading will reveal 
an obvious lack.of true colour, and 
frequently an absolute disregard 
for facta. Thus pine treea may. be 
made to flourish in a story: of ‘the 
Australian. goldficlda, and one lad 
of twelve may be:made to over- 
power three hefty ruffigns. But a 
boy’s credulity is large, and he will 


pass these things (though not'with- | is -

—Thé International Labour Office 
decided by 14 votes to seven to 
place the question of compulsory 
labour of natives on the agenda of 
the Conference to be held in 1929, 
This decision was arrived at after 
the adoption of the report of a 
committee of experts consisting 
of Sir Frederick Lugard; Sir 
Selwyn Fremantle,.Mr. H. M.
